Hie  Dark  Day  of  1780. 

On  the  19th  of  May,  17W,  the  inhabi- 
tanU  of  New  England  and  the  adjacent 
parta  were  the  trembling  witnesses  of  a  phe¬ 
nomenon  never  seen  hefore  nor  since,  and 
which,  to  thie  day  remains  unexplained. 
The  winter  preceding  waa  marked  by  extra- 
ordmgiy  seventy.^  Snow  lay  on  the  ground 
j  froia  Nie  middle  of  November  to  the  middle 
!  of  Apffl.  In  December  and  January  a  storm 
|  continued  for  seven  succeeaive  days,  and 
the  sno  w  fell  to  a  depth  of  four  feet  on  a 
level  in  this  single  storm,  and  with  drifts 
eight  and  ten  feet  high.  Sheep  were  buried 
in  the  drifts  for  many  days,  and  even  men 
and  animals  perished  with  the  cold.  Long 
Island  Sound  waa  crossed  by  heavy  artillery 
on  the  iee.'  Narraganaett  bay  froze  over  so 
hard  that  men  traversed  the  ice  from  Provi- 
denoe  to  Newport  ’in  «V parties,  and 
from  Fall  River  to  Newpo reloads  of  wood 
were  conveyed  on  the  ice  i&rough  Bristol 
ferry.  .  ,  .  , 

Previous  to  the  19th  a  vapor  Alia!  the  air 
for  several  days.  There  was  a  smell  of  sul 
phur.  The  morning  of  the  19th  was  over' 
cast  with  some  clouds,  and  rain  fell  over  the 
country,  with  lightning  and  thunder.  Scarce¬ 
ly  any  motion,  was  in  the  air  ;  what  wind 
there  was  came  from*  the  southwest.  By 
nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  without  pre¬ 
vious  warning,  the  darkness  stole  gradually 
on,  with  a  luminous  appearance  near  the 
horizon,  as  if  the  obecuring.cloud  had  drop¬ 
ped  down  from  overhead.  There  was  a  y«l- 
lowness  of  the  atmosphere  that  made  clear 
silver  assume  a  grass  green  htk6.  Then  a 
denag,  undefinable  vapor  settled  rapidly 
and  without  serial  movement  over  all  the 
land  and  ocean  from  Pennsylvania  to  the 
Gulf  of  8t  Lawrence,  the  darkness  it  caus¬ 
ed  sinking  by  degrees  until  the  sunlight 
was  effectually  shut  out.  Ordinary  cloud  it 
was  not  The  rapidity  with  which  so  large 
an  extent  of  country  was  enveloped  pre¬ 
cludes  the  possibility  of  supposing  this  to 
have  been  a  natural  cloud  moving  laterally. 
Besides  this,  the  day  was  too  calm  to  imag¬ 
ine  such  a  thing.  Down  came  the  darkness 
thicker  and  thicker.  By  ten  o’clock  the  air 
was  loaded  with  a  thick  gloom.  The  heav- 
tinged  with  a  yellowish  or  hunt 
e  lurid  look  increased ;  few,  if  ally, 
clouds  were  visible.  The  sun,  in 
g,  took  a  brassy  hue.  The  lurid, 
lor  of  the  sky,  and  all  out  of  doors 
ckly,  weird  and  melancholy  aspect, 
appearance  as  if  seen  through  a 
glass.  .By  eleven  o’clock  it  was  as

It  reach¬ 
ed  south  to  the  northern  half  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  and  from  thence  along  the  coast 
northeast  to  the  wilds  of  $laine,  eastward 
to  the  gulf  of  St  Lawrence,  and  out  at  sea 
120  miles  southeast  of  Boston  and  undoubt¬ 
edly  much  farther  ;  west  to  the  valleys  of 
Lake  Champlain  and  the  Hudson  river,  and 
north  into  undefined  regions  in  Canada.

The  Pacific  Rural  Press  says  the  firet  Eng¬ 
lish  walnuts  were  planted  in  Los  Angelos 
county  in  1857.  They  cosnmenoed  bearing 
in  three  years,  the  crop  lucres  ring  every 
year.  In  the  year  1863  the  crop  amounted 
to  9,200  pound*.  Previous  to  1850  the  wal¬ 
nuts  used  in  California  were  sil  imported 
from  China  and  Chih  to  the  amoontof  near¬ 
ly  80,000  pound*  annually,  i  / 

The  flavor  of  the  walnuts  raised  in  Los 
Angelos  is  finer  than  imported  outs.  Ne»±r 
San  Gabriel,  or  the  Gabriel  Mission,  the 
walnut  tree  te  found  of  larger  size  and  bear¬ 
ing  the  beat  of  nuts.
